Seventeen Branches in the District of Montreal. 
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Struck by Grand Trunk train No. 
2fi0, the incoming local from Yaudreuil, 
which runs upon Saturday only. Miss 
M. L. McMillan, superintendent of the 
Men's residence at Macdonald College, 
Sle. Anne do Belle /tie, was Instantly 
killed at that sUtllon at 4.36 Saturday 
afternoon. 

The circumstances of the accident 
are particularly unfortunate. Jiolh 
the Grand Trunk and the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railways have station» at Ste. 
Anne do Hellevue, though located In 
different sections of the village. The 
tracks of both lines run parallel to one 
another, being separated by a few 
yards distance. The C. P. R. station is 
about a tpiarter of a mile wast of the 
Grand Trunk station, and accordingly 
tira nd Trunk trains intending to Btop 
at Ste. Anne de Hellevue, are run- 
ning at a fairly high rate of speed 
when opposite Iho C.P.R. station . 

Miss McMillan had been bidding 
good bye to a friend who had just 
mounted a C.P.R. east hound train, and 
as she returned to the collage by a 
crossing over the G. T. R. tracks, was 
watching the C P.K. train moving out. 
In doing so she failed to ilotlse ilie ap- 
proach of the Grand Trunk local, be- 
ing apparently unable m 'loar it on 
,accou:it u the noise .vi-.i.!i the o. Mr 
train was making. She wa.i Mr. rk 
by the G. T. R. train and Instantly- 
killed, being hulled Into the. 'ditch be- 
side the track. 

SIX VKARS A.T MACUONALf». 
.Miss McMillan had been connected 
with Die Macdonald College staff for 
six years, and her loss will ho most 
keenly felt among the students of the 
institution. "She was a most capable 
and efficient administrator," said a 
prominent member of the Macdonald 
Colleté staff t uth» McGill Dully yesr 
slcrday. 

.Miss McMillan's home was in Mount 
Korest, Ontario. She was a graduate 
of the Macdonald Institute at Guelph; 
Ontario, and previously a memlter of 
the staff of ihc Ontario Agricultural 
College there Sl.o was a sister of 
Hi eRcw Dr. John McMillan, of Hall- 
fax, N.S., and of K. ~ D.* 'McMillan, 
president of Wells College, Aurora, 
N.V. The late Miss McMillan was 
forty-eight years of ago

An a rt-Kiilt of Iho return by the 
United States vt tho |20,00il.000 Boxer 
rebellion indemnity to China, as a fund 
to educate Chinese students In Am- 
erican universities; more than 2.ooo 
Chinese are studying in America this 
winter. 'I tu-so men arc selected in 
two ways; either by political appoint- 
ment or by taking high rank in com- 
petiVe examinations. Each Chinese 
province has lis quota of représenta,* 
lives, and Until recently lh« scheme 
was working very successfully. Owing 
however, lo Iho political restlessness 
occasioned by the activities of Dr. Hon 
Vat Son's party- and tho supporters 
of Yuan Shi Kali many of those stu- 
dents have had ihotr government al- 
lowance slipped and not a few are 
flndinm it quit* dimeult m continue 
their studies. Hero and there, how- 
ever. Ihey have hit u|Htn Ingenious de- 
vices to carry on thelj/ediiratlim. and 
al Oberlln College a number of hlgu 
casto Chinese arc working out a most 
Interesting experiment. « 

Attracted by Oborlln's International 
reputation as a cosmopolitan collr-ge, 
IS government Students have enrolled 
In the different detainments at the 
InsUtutlon. As lonx as their provin- 
cial allowances were rojjiilarly cnliled 
they experlonoed no économie . diffi- 
culties, but several of them were reel 



dents of districts which were, thrown 
Into confusion by the recent political 
rcadlustment incident In the estab- 
lishment of the new republic. These 
men found themselves stranded in a 
country strange to thorn und prohibited 
by federal law from earning their liv- 
ing. How to continue their study was 
a problem. An Ingenious solution, 
however, was reached In n simple and 
practical manner. Under the leader- 
ship of II. Oah Tsc'i, lhe.«e men or- 
ganised an American branch of an 
ancient Chinese Muttial Heneflt So- 
ciety. They put their funds together, 
rented a house, und organized an as- 
sociation whereby those who had 
funds wer" able to provide for those 
who were without. Those whose gov- 
ernment allowance has been stopped 
perform various duties In connection 
with Ihe common affaira of Ihe club 
and receive in return from their more 
fortunate brothers board and lodg- 
ings. Thus they hope to tide over the 
Interim, and they are confident that 
Within a year the political complexion 
of their naUve land will change radi- 
cally and that their allowances will be 
renewed. 

Some of these men have had ojc- 
cecdlnsly interest Inj? careers. One 



has served as isillco commissioner in 
rouirai China, another had a large 
share in <>rirnni;)lnK the municipal 
government of Chang Sha in the prov- 
ince of Hunan when the new republic 
was established and many others have 
held positions of largo responsibility. 
This experiment is unlipio in the his- 
tory of American education and Is be- 
ing watched with great interest by 
these men who are so eager to profit 
by the benefits of western civilization.

The men were simply 
forced to undergo exertions, beneficial to them in a high degree, but 
which they in their everyday course of life would have neglected. 

It would be well for members of the Battalion to remember that 
if they are to act as an efficient unit, prepared to take part in the de- 
fence of their country, and of the principles to which it holds favst, 
they must also be prepared to go a little out of their daily routine! 
The life of a soldier is no sinecure.

'student worthily represents his uni- 
versity whoso attitude Is 'How much 
can I get out of It?" 

The business of the rink will be 
pushed as long as tho season lasts 
and every opporliini'.y tskon to make 
money for the Athletic Committee. If

FRANCE 

Ï he Genuans have again niadc severe attacks on tht Allies* 
trenches ne-ar Ypres but have been repulsed. A similar attack near 
Rochincourt was also repulsed. In the Champagne district heavy 
fighting has occurred with slight gains for the Allies. In the Ar-j 
gonne a slight advance was made and on the heights of the Meuse 
the French artillery successfully repulsed three German attacks. In 
the Vosges the Germans have been driven out of a strong position 
which they recently captured from the French. 

RUSSIA 

While the German advance in East Prussia has been temporar- 
ily checked it is believed that the Germans are trying a flank move- 
ment on Warsaw. This is hardly likely to succeed unless Marshal 
von Hindenberg has an overwhelming force to bring to bear upon 
the Russian lines. The Russian troops are leaving the sphere of 
fighting in the Auguslowo. 

AUSTRIA HUNGARY 

• 

A big battle is opening on the Piuth River over which the Rus- 
sians have retired to prevent their lines of communication being cut. 

On the Donajec River in Galicia severe fighting is going on. In 
the Carpathians severe fighting has resulted in the Russians captur- 
ing a strong position near Voliamamakhoff. 

GENERAL 

The German blockade of British waters has resulted in one 
American and one Norwegian ships being sunk in the last few days. 
The German reply to the American note has been received but no 
answer has been formulated as yet. The United States Government 
has sent a note to Japan with reference to the latest Japanese de- 
mands on China.
